Monday’s Latonia Program Pro- 
vides Some Capital Sport.

Jimmie Daw’s Unexpected Vic- 
tory — Consistent Sweetheart 
Goes Down to Defeat.

LATONIA, Ky., Oct. 29. — Latonia provided 
Its numerous patrons a capital Monday pro- 
irram and some excellent racing was on tap, 
in spite of threatening cold weather, which 
had no material effect on the attendance. 
The mile purse brought out some good ones 
and it resulted in an unexpected victory for 
Jimmie Daw, which was benefitted by the 
riding of M. Garner. The latter’s presence 
In the saddle worked improvement in the 
colt’s running over that when Steams had 
the mount. He was kept in close pursuit of 
Jeanne Bowdre and when she showed signals 
of distress just before rounding into the 
stretch, it required but small effort on the 
part of Jimmie Daw to take command and 
win thereafter under restraint. Jeanne Bow- 
dre held on fairly well and beat home 
Heremon for second place. Heremon carried 
his new owner’s colors in the race, W. Dondas 
having purchased him for the reported price 
of 57,600. 

The fifth race witnessed the overthrow of 
the consistent Sweetheart, an outstanding 
favorite, which followed Best Love home. 
Sweetheart’s performance was somewhat dis- 
appointing, but it could be attributed to the 
listless ride that McDermott gave her. He 
kept her restrained during the early part, 
while Best Love was having her own way an^ 
approaching the stretch he rode her extremely 
wide and eased her in the last seventy yards, 
which endangered her for second place, as 
Pegasus, coming with a rush, landed only 
half a length in back of her. 

FABKE BACK OK JOB. 

Jockey I. Parke, who has been absent from 
the saddle for several days, signalized his re- 
turn this afternoon by piloting the winners in 
the first two races. 

He was astride Lady Fox. favorite in the 
opener, and he took that filly into the lead 
immediately after the start and won without 
great difficulty. Corinth, under hard urging, 
landed in second place before the slow be- 
ginning Businesslike. 

On Miss Meise, Parke scored in even easier 
fashion than he did in the opening dash. 
He kept that filly in close pursuit of Giuseppe 
and when the latter began tiring in the last 
quarter. Miss Meise took up the running and 
she got to the finish five lengths before 
Giuseppe. Bomping Mary, after racing far 
out of it, came fast during the stretch run 
and took third place. 

Bill O’Flynn, backed in confident style, 
proved easily best In the third race. He took 
command at once and It was only a brief 
gallop for him to lead for entire way. John 
Q. Kelly, under Parke’s rousing ride, main- 
tained a forward position from the start and 
landed in second place, with Ferguson get- 
ting up for third money. 

DOUBLE FOB J. 8PEKCEB. 

The colors of J. Spencer made it a double 
for the afternoon when Oo La La, guided by 
M. Gamer, who also had the mount on the 
Spencer-owned Jimmie Daw, brought her 
home in the closing dash after a sharp 
stretch duel with Parke on Golden Billows. 
It was only in the last seventy yards that 
Oo La La managed to draw clear. Pumps, 
coming with a good rush, got up in the last 
stride for third place. There was a good 
field making the contest here and the halter 
brigade became active, two claims being reg- 
istered, Golden Billows being secured by 
W. H. Hall at a cost of $2,400. W. McClain 
had a claim in for this filly, but he was 
outdrawTi. 

There is a probability that Bialto may be 
a starter in the Latonia Championship ac- 
cording to report from the East. Enchant- 
ment, which was expected to be among the 
starters, is definitely out of it. 

■W. E. Applegate has arranged to send 
twenty-six of his horses to Tijuana to be 
raced there during the winter. They will be 
in charge of former jockey C. Vandusen. 
Jockey D. Connelly will do the riding for 
the stable. 

Mose Goldblatt has been advised that a 
consignment of the Harry Payne Whitney 
and the Greentree stable horses that he will 
have charge of and race this winter at the 
New Orleans track, will be shipped to the 
Crescent city this week. Goldblatt will also 
send a carload of his racers to New Orleans 
at the close of the racing here and the re- 
mainder of his string will follow South im- 
mediately after the Churchill Downs meet- 
ing terminates. He will have 33 horses to 
campaign during the winter. Jockey L Parke 
Will do the riding for the stabls.

Trainer Burch to Finish His Prep-

Interest at Fever Heat Over Merits of Two 

Stars — Kentuckians Sticking to 
In Memorlam.

LATONIA, Ky., Oct. 29. — Word came today 
from Maryland that trainer P. M. Burch had 
arranged to send Admiral Cary T. Grayson’s 
crack colt. My Own, here tomorrow and finish 
his preliminary training for the Latonia 
Championship at this track to enable him to 
familiarize himself with surroundings and 
get a few gallops over the racing course on 
which, next Saturday, he will be called on to 
make the epochial contest in his career. 

1-lvery arrangement has been made by the 
management here for the reception of the 
noted racer and trainer Burch need not worry 
over the precautionary measures that will be 
applied lor My Own’s comfort and safety. 

Considerable Interest centers in My Own in 
these parts for the colt has not performed on 
Kentucky courses. 55ev has. His Kentucky 
t^erby victory would still have been fresh 
in the memory of racing enthusiasts here, if 
his subsequent successes culminating in the 
victory over Papyrus in the International 
race itccntly, had not given him added prom- 
inence. 

'I’he controversy that has been going on 
steadily by partisans of My Own that the 
Grayson owmed colt is superior to Zev has 
penetrated in this section. Those who have 
witnessed both colts perform have a leaning 
towards My Own and their propaganda has 
found fertile ground, with the result that it 
will be a fifty-fifty public, as far as the two 
performers are concerned, when they meet 
next Saturday. 

There i.s no disposition to detract from In 
Mc-moriani, which will be the Kentuckians’ 
mainstay. The western colt has qualified for 
championship honors and his pretentions to 
carry the thrce-year-old crown is founded on 
sound performances, including his victory in 
the Illinois I>erby. His owner is confident 
that he will measure up to Zev and My Own’s 
standard and will support his judgment with 
a substantial wager. 

Zev i.s expected to leave New York Wednes- 
day and arrive the following day. Owner 
Sinclair has notified Col. Matt J. Winn that 
he will bring a party of friends here to wit- 
ness the race and has requested that two 
boxes be reserved for him and his guests. 

During the afternoon came notification that 
a party of New Yorkers were arranging a 
special train for their convenience. 

The price of admission for Saturday will be 
$3. This will include grand stand admission. 
All stands for the occasion will be open to 
the public and early comers will have choice 
of vantage points. The only reserved sec- 
tions in all stands will be the boxes. En- 
trance to the club house will entail an ad- 
ditional admission of $3 over the general ad- 
mission fee. Requests for reservation con- 
tinues to flood the Latonia management.

Racing Secretary R. F. Leighton 
Announces Program in Inaugu- 
ration of Sport on Nov. 3. 



S.\N FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 29.— Racing 
secretary Robt. F. Leighton today announced 
the first week’s program of races for the Tan- 
foran meeting, which opens next Saturday. 
Outside of the Inaugural Handicap on open- 
ing day, which attracted 42 nominations, and 
the Debutante Stakes the following Wednes- 
day, all the contests are overnight races. 

Horsemen are naturally interested in the 
distances of the races, the conditions and 
other features so that they can determine on 
where they will place their gallopers. Horse 
lovers can be assured of big fields as there 
will assuredly be close to four hundred horses 
at the track by the end of the week. 

The Pacific Coast Jockey Club is trying out 
the new idea of naming every race after some 
place in California. For the first day, Sacra- 
mento, Santa Rosa, Oakland, San Bruno and 
San Mateo — all famous for producing great 
race horses — will be honored by having the 
purses named after them. 

The card will start off with a five-eighths 
dash that will introduce a bit of speed right 
off the reel. Then there will follow two other 
sprinting races of and 6 furlongs. The 
Inaugural Handicap is scheduled for a mile 
and a sixteenth. The fifth race is for 
furlongs and the card will close with a mile 
and seventy yard dash. 

After the first week racing secretary Leigh- 
ton will get a good line on the thoroughbreds 
so that the weekly program will be variegated 
and attractive.

Racing in History of Course.

Maryland Jockey Club to Distribute Total of 
$223,300 In Added Money — Manly Memo- 
rial is Opening Day’s Feature.

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 29.— Pimlico, the 
famous old home of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, the battle ground of many a wonderful 
thoroughbred contest in the past, will throw 
open its gates tomorrow for what promises 
to be the greatest meeting in its eventful 
history. 

During the twelve days of racing, October 
30 to November 12 inclusive, the Marylajid 
Jockey Club will distribute $223,300 in added 
money in stakes and purses. A stake race 
for each day of the meeting has been pro- 
vided. The most valuable of these features 
is the Pimlico Futurity, with $40,000 added, 
at one mile, to be run Saturday, Nov. 3. 

For the inaugural day’s program tomorrow 
the outstanding attraction is the Manly 
Memorial Steeplechase with $10,000 added. 
Steeplechasing has always been popular with 
the patrons of this track and the Maryland 
Jockey Club always aims to provide the best, 
whether it be on the flat or over the jumps. 

For the Manly Memorial a high-class field 
has been named, fifteen of the foremost jump- 
ers of the country being carded to start. 
Under the weight allotment it presents a 
difficult task for the student of form. The 
Greentree Stable and J. S. Cosden Stable have 
each named more than one starter. Last year 
Damask was the winner of the race for the 
Greentree Stablq. 

The card which is furnished to bolster up 
the stellar attraction is a good one and, on 
(he whole, brings together largg fields. 
Throwouts were numerous in every race dur- 
ing the day. The secondary features are the 
Belvldere Purse at a mile and an eighth, 
and the Arlington Handicap at three-quarters 
fashioned for all ages. 

Weather conditions this morning were all 
that could be desired. The track and grounds 
presented a pleasing spectacle. Horses 
crowded the track during exercise hours and 
many new arrivals came on from New York 
at frequent intervals.

Gives Courser the Spoils of the 
Rainbow Stakes. 



Last, and His Case Seeming Hope- 
less, A Tremendous Flight of 

Speed Gives Him Victory.

NEW YORK, N. Y., Oct., 29.— For a fea- 
ture at the Yonkers track of the Empire 
City Racing Association the Monday offering 
was the Rainbow Stakes, a selling race for 
two -year-olds, over the short three-quarters 
course. It brought seven to the post and 
was worth $2,310 to the winner. It was a 
race that brought about one of the most re- 
markable finishes of the year when W. R. 
Coe’s Courser, after being apparently hope- 
lessly beaten, closed an immense gap to out- 
flnlsh August Belmont’s Pricemaker. R. T. 
Wilson’s Ducky, after making most of the 
pace, was third before George Choos’ Fey- 
sun. 

The start was a good one and Ducky and 
Pricemaker drew out slightly from the others, 
while Courser began slowly and was soon 
last of all. Ducky stuck to the lead, bul 
began to tire slightly after leaving the back- 
stretch and Pricemaker took the task of 
pacemaking until when he made the turn for 
home he was well clear and it seemed all 
over. Miss Domino, after showing an early 
fla.sh of speed, was through and the others 
were far enough back to be given no con- 
sideration. But Johnny Callahan had not 
given up hope with Courser and the Coe 
gelding was improving his position as ha 
rushed around on the outside. It was in the 
last eighth that he suddenly loorced up and 
with a. tremendous burst of speed he raced 
alongside the Belmont starter and came on 
by to win going away by something more 
than a length. He had dropped out of the 
clouds to win and the finish had a rare 
thrill. 

TWO FOR CALLAHAN. 

Callahan came over from Laurel to ride 
on the Maryland off day and when ha 
brought Courser home a winner it marked 
a double, for he had already won with Prince 
Regent. 

Fifteen had been named for the opening 
short three-quarters dash for selling platers, 
but nine of them were scratched and the 
^ncocas Stable’s Whirlwind, with Sande 
in the saddle, proved easily best C. W. 
Smith’s Ege was able to race to second place, 
with Water Girl beating Three Square for 
third money. 

J. H. Shea’s Lucky Antoine ran in im- 
proved form over his showing Saturday, 
when the was the winner over the mile and 
a sixteenth of the second race from .T. Bar- 
ton’s Ben Wood, and Silent King saved third 
place from Zealot. 

A five-horse field went to the post for the 
mile dash of the third race and the Florida 
Stable’s Prince Regent proved the winner 
from F. S. Page’s W^ildrake and Overtalte was 
third under a peculiarly feeble ride by T. 
Burns. Back of him came Knights Bridge, 
with All American last of the field. Coltilettl 
rushed Wlldrake off to such goed advantage 
that he -was showing the w’ay on the first 
turn, with Prince Regent racing along at 
his heels under restraint. Knights Bridge 
was not far away and was running well 
next to the inner rail. 

BUDDY HOME FIRST. 

R. L Gerry’s Ruddy won the fifth race, at 
a mile and seventy yards, winning by a 
half length from The Almoner, which took 
second place seven lengths before Sweet and 
Pretty.

Sarazen’s Impressive Win. 

Wise Counsellor’s Record. 

Zev and My Own. 

One Handicapper’s Estimate. 

The victory of Mrs. Vanderbilt’s Sarasen 
over Edward F. Simms’ H^py Thoughts at 
Laurel Friday was such a hollow one that as 
a spectacle it did not amount to anything more 
than the gallop of Zev in front of Papyrus at 
Belmont Park. There was absolutely nothing 
to it as a race, and the son of High Tune and 
Rush Box has had no easier task in his un- 
beaten march to the top of the juvenile diviaon. 
As a matter of fact Happy Thoughts did not 
begin to race to her form, and it was ap- 
parent that she was not altogether at home 
in the going. She is an infinitely better fiily 
than the race would indicate, but her races 
have shown that long since, though it is 
doubtful if she will ever see the day that she 
will beat Saracen. He has proved himself all 
the way up to the mile distance and has ac- 
complished each victory in such a casual way 
that the impression is created that no one 
knows yet just how much he has had in re- 
serve. With the horses of brilliant speed it is 
always well to have courage as well as speed 
put to the acid test before any extravagant 
claims are made for them, but thus far there 
has been nothing shown capable of testing the 
courage of this speed marvel. Maxie Hirsch 
has Sarazen in rare condition and has not 
dodged any oji^rtimity to show him under 
silks. Unfortunately the fact of Sarazen being 
a gelding denies him many a big opportunity, 
and it will be a serious bar to his reaching 
his full measure of fame next season. 



There is one more chance for Sarazen this 
year that should not be permitted to go by, 
and that is a meeting with J. S. Ward’s Wise 
Counsellor, winner of the Queen City Handi- 
cap at Latonia Saturday. This colt gave a 
truly brilliant porformance when und«- a 
burden of 125 pounds he easily ran a mile in 
1 :39%, making all the pace and finishing out 
the route with many pounds in rcser\’e. He 
was the top weight of the Held, and it was a 
race that at once gives him every rig^t to 
dilute the championship with the conqueror 
of Happy noughts, like both Sarazen and 
Happy noughts, Wise Counsellor has had 
limited opportunities thb year. He was not 
named for any of the rich stakes of the East, 
and naturally he was not made eligible for the 
early closing three-year-old stakes. Kentucky 
knows all about Wise Counsellor, but he has 
confined his efforts to those tracks. In the 
Queen City Handicap, when he gave weight 
to them all and won so easily, there was one 
of the fairiy good ones in the East that could 
not take down any part of the money. This 
was the Rancocas Stable’s Bracadale. 

Wise Counsellor has done about all that 
has been asked of him, and J. S. Ward, who 
purchased him recently from T. C. Bradley, is 
not in the habit of keeping fit horses in the 
stable. Max Hirsch will advise Mrs. Vander- 
bilt to send Sarazen against Wise Counsellor, 
or any other two-year-old, over any distance.

FAIR GROUNDS PROSPECTUS 



Many Prominent Turfmen to Race 
There During the Winter. 



H. P. Whitney, 3 . LlTlngston, E. F. Whitney, 
Andley Farm Stable, J. H. Lonchheim 
and Others Reserrlng Stable Room. 




NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 29.— Million- 

nire row, which featured the meetings at the 
Fair Grounds shortly after the revival of 
racing here, will once more prevail during the 
coming meeting, which opens on January 1. 
The splendid purse offerings and the pre- 
tentious list of stakes announced by the man- 
agement has had the effect of drawing to the 
races the best class of horses that have ever 
competed in winter racing, and tlie historic 
old grounds are unquestionably set for a 
banner season.

FLECHOIS, A GRAND STAYER

LONDON, England, Sept. 18. — Gondolette, 
which bred the dam of the St. Leger winner 
Tranquil, is a remarkable mare. Now twenty- 
one years of age she has produced eight win- 
ners from nine foals. Gondolette’s only fail- 
ure is her first born, ■which she foaled -when 
six years old. This filly, however, managed 
to run second in a race. 

When Lord Westbury sold his race horses 
in training at Newmarket in October. 1905, 
Gondolette was purchased by Lord Waver- 
tree (then Colonel Hall Walker) for $1,800. 
For him she bred Lolette, Great Sport, Dola- 
bella and Let Fly. Between them they won 
$43,700 in stakes. 

7-.et Fly ran second to Pommem in the 
Derby and Greta Sport ■was third to Aboyeur 
in the same race two years earlier. More- 
over, Colonel Hall Walker received $20,000 
for Let Fly when he sold him as a stallion 
to Argentine, where he died a couple of 
years ago. Lolette also brought a big price 
when acquired privately by the late Lionel 
Robinson. 

LORD DERBY BUYS GONDOLETTE. 

Lord Wavertree sold Gondolette for $7,750 
in the December sales of 1912. Lord Derby 
bought her. She was a daughter of Loved 
One, also the sire of Sunstar’s dam. He is 
a son of that great mare Pilgrimage. Lord 
Derby’s famous stallions Chaucer and Swyn- 
ford are grandsons of Pilgrimage. It was 
thought the blood would “nick.” It has cer- 
tainl assimilated to a notable extent. 

Gondolette was in foal to Minoru. Her first 
produce for Lord Derby was the filly Serenis- 
sima, ■which won a couple of small three-year- 
old events. After a barren year came Ferry, 
a daughter of Swynford, •which, in 1918, won 
the One Thousand Guineas at Newmarket by 
a couple of lengths. Later on she dead-heated 
for second place in the Oaks. The “cross” 
had apparently succeeded at the first attempt. 

For three years Gondolette was unlucky 
and looked a doubtful breeding proposition, 
for she produced dead twins in 1916 and in 
1918, ■while she missed altogether in 1917. 
Her foal of 1919 was the filly Casa d’Oro, by 
Chaucer, which was a winner at Newmarket 
as a three-year-old. 

Another barren year and then came San- 
sovino, which well enabled Lord Derby to 
make his first Gimcrack dinner speech at 
York the next December. The son of Swyn- 
ford has so far started twice, winning the 
Ham Stakes at Goodwood and the “Gim- 
crack” at York. Gondolette has a bay year- 
ling colt by Swynford. He is named Domen- 
ico. Her foal is a bay filly by Stedfast, 
with which she was mated again this year. 

It is worth mentioning that Gondolette was 
bred by the late Henry Waring at Beenham, 
which is not a great distance from Ascot, 
where Waring used to sell his yearlings in 
the morning before racing. They rarely real- 
ized big prices. Hence it is not surprising 
to find that Gondolette was purchased for 
$375. 

The late Major Edwards bought her and 
trained her to win two races the next season. 
In the second, the Epsom Juvenile Plate, 
she was badly away, but won by five lengths, 
covering the five furlongs in 1:00%. After 
the race Lord W’estbury bought her for 
$4,000. For her new owner Gondolette won 
a two-year-old plate at Newmarket by three 
lengths from a big field, the stable retaining 
her at $3,000, only to let her go a year later 
for $1,800.
